% Prominent Methodist Preacher And His Bride of 
But a Few Days Drowned Yesterday. 
Interment Took Place This Morning. 


Washington County Tobacco Warehouse Com¬ 
pany to Open Breaks at Their Plant 
Below Springfield. 


Another tragedy was enacted in the 
lower part of the county yesterday af¬ 
ternoon when the Rev. Francis M. Hill 
and wife and their horse were engulfed 
•n the treacherous waters of Chaplin 1 
River, near Sutherland’s milL Mr. Hill 
had driven into the River just above 
the bridge on the Chaplin and Willis- 
burg pike to water his horse. Near 
this place is an innocent looking pool of 
water about fifty feet in diameter but 
which is about twenty five or thirty ' 
feet in depth. It is supposed that the ! 
horse became unmanageable and 
plunged into this hole while being wat-j 
ered by Mr. Hill. The first that was 
known of the tragedy being enacted on I 
the River, whiqh has claimed so many 
unsuspecting victims, was when Mrs. 
Sutherland heard the cries of distress 
ot the drowning couple. She hastened 
to the bank of the River, which is but 
a short distance from her home, but by 
the tune she arrived Mrs. Hill had 
drowned and Mr. Hill was sinking for 1 
the last time. Many of those who live ' 
in this vicinity were soon on the scene 
to recover the bodies from the waters 
of Chaplin Riyer. 

Mr. Hill was a young man, not being 
over forty years of age, who had al¬ 
ready made his mark in the world and 
yet one for whom life held a great deal ! 
in store. Born of bumble parentage 
and reared among surroundings which 
were not most favorable, he worked 


| for an education and the betterment of 
his condition and by his efforts gave 
himself a splendid education, graduat¬ 
ing from Vanderbilt Uniuersity. Upon 
finishing College he took a theological 
course and for about fifteen years had 
been an ordained minister of the Meth¬ 
odist church. He was one of the best 
known men in the Kentncky church and 
has filled the pulpits of such prominent 
churches as those at Carlisle and Lan¬ 
caster. At the time of his .death he 
was Missionary Secretary of the Ken¬ 
tucky M. E. Conference. Mr. Hill had 
spent some time in the Holy Land in 
study and was a writer of ability on 
church and religious topics. 

Mrs. Hill was formerly Miss Marga¬ 
ret Bell wood, daughter of U. G. Bell 
wood, of Cropper, Shelby county, and 
was married to Mr. Hill last Thursday 
at the Galt House in Louisville. 

Mr. Hill was a native of this county, 
where his parents now reside. He is 
also survived by four children, the 
progeny of his first marriage. His first 
wife, who died several years ago, was 
the daughter of Rev. W. B. Godbey, of 
Perryville.

ADVERTISING 


The man who succeeds must fill his job sq. full 
that he bulges out a little at the top; where people 
can see him. The successful store must do the same 
thing, only in a different way. 

The goods must be on hand; the prices must’ be 
right; the service must be commendable; the trading 
must be square; the kind of square that has four 
equal sides and four right angles. 

Every successful store has its trademark whether 
the merchant knows it or not. Its advertising and its 
service have created a public sentiment in its favor ’ 
which neither reverses nor fire nor time can obliter¬ 
ate. Nine times out of ten this trademark is the 
store’s biggest asset. 

Much of the ordinary store advertising is a hand- 
to-mouth sort of business; an effort to make tomor¬ 
row’s sales equal to today’s or yesterday’s; and this 
is just as true of the department store as of the small¬ 
er shop. The advertisement appears in the morning 
and the merchant figures out the net results in the 
evening. It is true that the bargain advertisement 
of today is of little, if any, use next week. It i« far. 
gotten in twenty-four hours; but if the storeyrfiakes 
a feature of genuine bargains, then eac h bar gain sale 
helps to advertise th#» bargainjJep^rtment. • The 
advertising ought to be done/ln such a way as to 
permanently advertise the department as well as to 
emphasize the bargains of me day. 

Don't go at it as if/you were advertising an 
auction sale. As I said a/the outset, your store is the 
seed in the soil; the advertising is the rain and the 
sunshine. Inexperienced advertisers dig up the seed 
every evening to see if it is growing; or pull up the 
young plant by the roots because it didn’t bear fruit 
or flowers the first week.

It is safe to say that not more than one-third of 
the people are looking for bargains; the other two- 
thirds are looking for quality and style. The very fact 
that the goods are offered at bargain prices leaves the 
impression that there is something wrong with the 
quality or that the style is a season* behind. Good 
advertising should enable a merchant to sell $20 coats 
at $25 instead of $25 '*’? .??; in other words, 

it should create confidence rather than doubt. As in 
stocks and bonds, the securities quoted above par are 
always more desirable in the thought of the investing 
public than are those quoted at a discount. 

Advertising is a tremendous force which in action 
contradicts all mechanical laws. The circumference 
and speed and working power increase, while the 
motor remains the same. 

Make your advertising continuous. This is the

I.osiug 
his footing, he fell from rock to rook 
to the bottom of u precipitous gully, 
luo yards in depth, only to recover his 
feet with uo worse damage than a 
badly cut head. And M. I’arvllle. a 
French writer, tells the story of an, 
Hast 1 ml inn living In the island of 
Oghin who fell over a precipice 1.000 
feet deep with no more serious con¬ 
sequence than a good shaking, his fall 
being brokeu by the dense vegetation 
which grew at the foot of the cliff. 

While climbing a waterworks tower 
240 feet high lu Chicago a steeple-' 
jack dislodged a loose stoue and was 
precipitated to the ground from a 
height of 175 feet, fortunately strik¬ 
ing telegraph wires forty feet above 
the street and thus breaking bis fall. 
The si*ectators gasped with horror as 
they saw the man drop swiftly to de¬ 
struction. A rush was made to pick 
up his shattered femnins only to dis¬ 
cover that he was practically uu- 
harmed. Not a lame was broken, aui 
a week later he was walking about as 
if nothing bad happened. 

More fsmarkable and Indeed al¬ 
most Incredible was the experience of 
Charles Woolcot when he was making 
a parachute descent in Venezuela. At 
a height of 3.(K«) feet Woolcot tiling 
himself off his balloon Into space, 
when, to the horror of the thousands 
of onlookers, the parachute failed to 
open. The man dropped like a stone 
with terrible speed until, when about 
20Q fee 1 uuui the earth, the parachute 
flew o|H'u and at once collapsed. lie 
wan dashed to the ground, his right 
thigh and hip w-ere broken, both ankles 
and knees were badly crushed, and his 
spinal column was dislocated, and yet. 
after a year S|ient in ‘hospital. WoolCot 
was restored to soundness of limb aft¬ 
er surely the roost terrible, adventure 
of which any man has lived to tell the 
Btory. 

Hut it Is in the history of ballooning 
that one encounters the most remark¬ 
able cases of sensational drops from 
the clouds. When Mr. Wise, a famous 
aeronaut of the early nineteenth oen- 
tuiy. was once making an ascent his 
balloon exploded at an altitude of 13.- 
OOtl feet and began to drop shiftly to 
the. earth, more than n couple of 
miles below. “The descent at first was 
rapid." Mr. Wise writes, “ami accom¬ 
panied by a fearful moaning noise 
cajped bj air msblng through the net¬ 
work and the gas ••scaping from al*ove. 
In'another moment 1 felt a slight shock, 
and. looking np to see what caused It, 

I discovered ‘hat the balloon was caut- 
iui over, be! ig picely doubled in. the 
loger half I- to the upper." 

5 lie Imlloon had. In fact, formed It- 
into a parachute and. oschlating 
lly. continued Its descent until it 
stiiick the earth violently, throwing 
the neronauKfen yards out of the car 
"The car had turned bottom upward, 
and there I stood.” says Mr Wise, 
“congratulating myself and ihe |>e-- 
spiration foiling down my forehead iu 
profusion.”—St. Louis Post-Itispatch.

How to Swoop a Room. 

When starting to sweep u room get 
everything out of the way that you 
can Lift the end of the curtains If 
they are of material that is apt to 
catch the dust, Put aside any articles 
of cldthlng that may be lying about 
and. pick up from the floor shoes, 
stools, paper basket and the like. Now 
start with a clean, even stroke of the 
broom or sweeper and sweep the floor 
In sections. When using the broom, 
direct the sweeping on one point, door- 
sill, center of the room, or chimney, 
and gather with a whisk brush Into 
the dustpan. An ordinary clothes- 
brush will prove very useful In clean¬ 
ing places under furniture where the 
whisk Is too targe to work well. In 
very small rooms crowded with furni¬ 
ture It Is often difficult to avoid hitting 
the walls and windows with the tann- 
; die of the broom. This difficulty may 
lie overcome by using a small wlilsk 
broom such as the children play with. 
It Is much handler than a large one 
In a narrow space. If the floor is bare 
or covered with a center nig. first 
sweep the rug. then fohl it back at the 
edges and wrap your broom Jn flannel.

How Women Can Caro For Their 
Own Jewelry. 

Jewelry demands time and attention 
from Its owners If it Is to he kept In 
good condition. More particularly 
does this apply to the Imitation gems 
which are so much worn nowadays. 
When new such stones often defy de¬ 
tection, but when they get Boiled their 
character is sometimes only too ap¬ 
parent. Rhinestones are In great 
vogue, and once they lose their luster 
nothing will restore It. The woman 
who knows, however, can prevent this 
from occurring. 

One of the best ways of preserving 
the brilliancy la to prepare a warns 
water bath, taking care that the liquid 
la perfectly free from any gritty sedi¬ 
ment before immersing the articles of 
Jewelry. Allow the Jewelry to remain 
In the water two minutes, then remove 
and scrub with a stiff brush. 

Rinse off the soap by plunging tbe 
pieces Into a bowl of clean water and 
then place them In a box filled with 
Jewelers' sawdust and allow them to 
remain there for half an hour or until 
all the water has been absorbed. 
When dry whisk off any fine pieces of 
wood which may adhere by means of 
a soft brush and rub with a soft cloth. 

This method Is only possibly when 
the stones are set In silver, platinum 
or gold. When not entirely surrounded 
by some metal the only way to clean 
them is by softly brushing with a cam¬ 
el’s hairbrush. 

Many women destroy rhinestones in 
their efforts to clean them simply be¬ 
cause they do nob understand how 
tbes* stones are set. Most Imitation 
atones are simply plecee of glass and 
are really softer and easier to scratch 
than the ordinary window panes. 
Their brilliancy is obtained by the tips 
of lead or the aluminium In which 
they are set 

Hence It will he realised that scrub¬ 
bing and liquids, even water Itself, 
wilt have a tendency to loosen these 
tips and allow dust and moisture to 
find entrance between the stone and 
the lead foil. Rhinestones of the bet¬ 
ter quality, which are made of a com¬ 
position, can be cleaned with soap and 
water Just the same as diamonds and 
may then be dried in Jewelers' hot 
sawdust.

How to Keep Things Cold Without Ice. 

An Ingenious woman has devLcd a 
plan for having good, cold milk and 
butter without ice. It Is a homemade 
dairy or pantry, so cheap and success¬ 
ful that any housewife who has plenty 
of water can hare one with very little 
work. Make a frame, any aizc. but 
strong enough to carry a tub of water 
on top. and cover the frame with hes¬ 
sian or sacking. Put a tub on top and 
fill It with water and put woolen 
strips two and three inches wide In It 
so (bat they feed tbe water down and 
keep the sacking wet all the time. The 
air Mowing through tbe wet sacks 
keeps everything nlmost as cool as If 
It were In a refrigerator, and the but¬ 
ter and milk taste better than If It 
were shut from the air. Moreover. It 
will keep fresh much longer In tills 
dairy. An old blanket makes the best 
feeding strips. Put In enough to have 
three or four to each side. The prin¬ 
ciple Is that of the water bng. and w«i 
all know how cool the water la kept 
In the soaked canvas. 

How to Vvash Silk. 

In waMbiug silk there are four things 
which must be avoided, and they are 
soap. beat, rubbing and wringing. 
Have the water lukewarm. Make a 
lather with a little dissolved soap If 
the garment Is dirty. If the article 
Is not solid much, use brnn water. 
Ikoi't ever allow so-'p in a lump to 

end of tbe urti le und swish it around 
and around until It Is clean. Rinse It 
In cold water to which vinegar has 
been added. Add one tnblespoonful <<f 
vinegar to one quart of water. Place 
the garmetit between do - cloths and 
squeeze, preferably between a wring¬ 
er. Then shake well to get rid of all 
superfluous moisture ami Irou at once 
through tissue paper with a warm 
Iron. 


How to Clsan Sowing Machines. 

Sewing machines need to be given 
personal attention. If the machine 
works hard or squeaks, then you may 
be sure It needs a thorough cleaning. 
Remove the needle and shuttle and 
give every Joint and bearing In tbe ma¬ 
chine a generous bath of gasoline. 
You must not have a lamp or Are 
burning anywhere near this exploslTtf 
fluid. With the needle and shuttle still 
out, turn tbe wheels briskly td allow 
the gasoline to penetrate evef$ part 
of the machine and to loosen and clean 
out all old oil and grime. After tbe_ 
wheels have beeu turned for a minute 
or so. wipe away all visible oil, grease 
and dirt. Cotton rags are the beat for 
wiping away the oil, for they absorb 
the grease readily. It Is necessary 
that every drop of oil be removed. 
Nuw oil tbe parts with pure machine 
oil and run the machine again for a 
few minutes before relnsertlpg tbe 
needle and shuttle. You will find after
